“Provided that the local telephone circuit 
and the lead at either end of the tele¬ 
phone circuit shall be charged at tho 
rate of Rs. tweRe hundred kilometra 
per annum per pair for point to point 
circuits and at the rate of Rs. fifteen 
hundred per kilometre per annum per 
pair for Jingle Party Network Mode 
circuits.”; 

(iii) the Explanation below the first proviso 
after sub-rule (1) so substituted, .shall be 
deleted; 

(iV) Clause (b) of sub-rule (1) shall be rc- 
lettered as Clause (c); 

(v) for sub-rule (3), the following shall be

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Note ; One time additional conditioning charge 
tnon-refnndablc) ofi Rs. twenty thousand for each 
end of the circuit shall be levied for 9.6 kilo bits per 
second (kbps) circuits. , 

(2). Circuits provided for Newspaper Establish¬ 
ments and News Agencies : 

(if The charges for Pita Circuits leased to News 
paper Establishments and News Agencies shall be one- 
third of the normal charges specified in sub-rule (1) 
of rule 496-A provided that the circuits are used 
only for dissemination of news.
